Death. 


Camilla, Ga., April 22.—(Special.)—In the 
superior court here today Oscar Cicero, 
a notorious criminal widely known 
throughout this section of the state as 
“Black Diamond,’ was convicted of the 
murder of Bud Battle, another negro, and 
sentenced to be hanged on the 12th of 
June next. ~ 

Cicero has two brothers serving long 
terms in. the penitentiary at present. For 
a long while, up to a year ago, he was 
himself an escape from the penitentiary 
and it was while evading the officers of 
the law about Camilla that he shct and 
killed Bud Battle. Battle had threatened 
to report his hiding place. ‘Cicero dis- 
covered his intention and put an end 
to the possibility. He then escaped and 
went to Florida.

FOUR HOMICIDE CASES TRIED 


Three Convictions and One Acquittal 
at Kingstree S. C. 

Columbia, S&S. C., April 22.—(Special.)— 
Out of the four homicide cases called at 
the prseent session of the criminal court 
at Kingstree, Williamsburg county, there 
were three convictions and one acquittal. 
The most important of these were those 
of Lonnie C. Myers for the killing of 
his brother-in-law, who received a life 
sentence in the penitentiary, and that of 
J. W. Boddiford for the murder of his 
son, Robert, in December Iast. 

It seems that Boddiford met several 
members of the Gaines family on the 
night of the day of the killing not far 
from his home and a quarrel ensued. A 
battle followed in which pistols and guns 
were used. When the smoke cleared, Bod- 
diford’s son was found lying dead on 
the ground with a bullet in his head. It 
seems the father did not know his son 
was anywhere about the place of shoot- 
ing. The bullet in young Boddiford’s head 
was the same size as the other bullets the 
defendant fired and it was testified that 
this was the only pistol of that calibre 
in use. 

A verdict of manslaughter was found 
and Boddiford was sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary.

Sound Advice for Organized Labor. 

Dignify labor by conservative action 
and by choosing as your representatives 
men who fully appreciate and fully un- 
derstand both sides of the question. Men 
who do not feel it to be their. duty .to 
lead you into the fight for the sake of a 
“scrap.” I claim in my business affairs 
that the best lawyer for me is the fellow 
that wil] keep me out of lawsuits, and 
the best leaders for you are the men who 
will keep you out of difficulties which 
can be avoided. 

There is a whole lot of common 
sense in the above advice, given by 
Senator Mark Hanna in an address de- 
livered Tuesday night to the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers, now holding its twenty- 
eighth annual convention in Cleve- 
land, Ohioe. «°° FPF 

However much we may differ with’ 
Senator Hanna politically, it. must be 
admitted that of late years he has in- 
terested himself fin the laboring man’s 
cause as. few public men have ever 
done. He has, undoubtedly, given 
much study to the problems that con- 
stantly confront both the employer 
and employee, and he has invariably 
displayed a vast amount of common 
sense in dealing with these matters. 

For these reasons his counsel has 
more than ordinary value. In offering 
the above advice he is brief but to the 
point; and he couldn’t have said any- 
thing that is of more value to the 
laboring man. 

Strive to keep down friction. Be- 
ware of those leaders who are con- 
stantly trying to bring on a fight, just 
for the sake of fighting. Tie to those 
who counsel conservatism. 

The laboring man does not have to 
look far to learn how this dignified, 
conservative policy works to the ben- 
efit of organized labor. The Brother- 
hood of Locomotive BPEngineers fur- 
nishes a case in point. It is generally 
admitted, we think, that the B. L. E. 
is one of the most perfect labor organ- 
izations in the world. Its members 
are better paid than any other class 
of laboring men, many of them receiy- 
ing larger salaries than the supreme 
court justices of this state. 

This is due to a.large extent, of 
course, to the hazardous character of 
the work and the skill involved. But 
there are other reasons. The Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers has al- 
ways been managed along conserva- 
tive lines. It has been free from the 
professional agitator. Its officers com- 
mand the respcct and the confidence 
of the railroad officials of the coun- 
try. There is not a railroad president 
in the country who does not recognize 
in the national head of thé Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers a peer, 
and,’at the same time, a man whose 
first purpose in adjusting whatever 
differences may arise is to prevent a 
clash if possible. 

It follows, naturally, that the execu- 
tive officers of the railroads involved 
are always ready to meet such a man 
half way; that they are usually will- 
ing to treat with him ‘n the same 
spirit. 

All concerned regard such negotia- 
tions as purely a business man, to 
be dealt with in a business-like man- 
ner. The railroad officials, on their 
part, are simply striving to increase 
the efficiency and the earning capac- 
ity of their roads; the B. L. EB. is 
simply striving to increase the effi- 
ciency and the earning capacity of its 
members. Their interests are, neces- 
sarily, mutual. There is'no need for 
hostilities: Whenever differences arise

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Let the South Alone. 

The New York American of Mon- 
day last contains a vigorous editorial 
calling upon the country to let the 
south alone in its effort to solve the 
negro problem. 

This is what The Constitution has 
demanded time and time again; but, 
of course, anything on that subject 
from this side of the Mason and Dixon 
line is discounted to begin with. 

As strange as it may seem, the very 
people who know the most about this 
problem, because they are brought 
into contact with it every day, are the 
ones whose testimony is least desired 
and seldom listened to by those the- 
orists who, for want of something bet- 
ter to do perhaps, have seemingly de- 
voted themselves to the task of solv- 


ing another people’s problem for them. 


Occasionally, however, some man or 
some newspaper, with a little more 
common sense or u greater spirit of 
fairness than the rest, does arise and 
try to set them straight. If, then, they 
will not listen to those who are on 
the ground, let them at least give 
ear to those on their own side of the 
line who cannot be charged with prej- 
udice or of entertaining a motive. 

We have reason to believe that the 
north will take this view of the mat- 
ter in time. Leading men and leading 
newspapers of that section are al- 
ready beginning to see the point. We 
doubt not President Roosevelt him- 
self has had his eyes opened to a 
certain extent. He would be blind, 
indeed, if he now fails to see the 
matter in a clearer light than he did. 
At any rate, he has not recently shown 
any disposition to press the question.

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Cotton in Cuba Unpromising. 

Some time since The Oonstitution 
devoted an editorial of some length 
to the possibilities of Cuban rivalry 
of the southern states in cotton pro- 
duction, particularly in the raising of 
sea island or long staple coiton. 
From the information then at hand it 
seemed very probable that the island 
was on the eve of a phenomenal cot- 
ton culture boom. It now appears 
that if those Americans who were 
sending out such seductive data and 
prophecies concerning cotton growing 
in Cuba were not merely enthusiasts, 
they were likely land syndicate pro- 
moters or “cappers.” 

EK. A. Schwartz, custodian of coleop- 
tera in the National museum, has 
just returned to Washington from a 
thorough tour of Cuba, the object of 
which was to inspect the ravage of 


the boll weevil in the cotton on the! 


island. The report he brings back is 
highly discouraging to the future of 
the fleecy staple in Cuba. The trou- 
ble, according to Mr. Schwartz, does 
not lie.in the adaption of the soil and 
climate of the island to cotton as a 
Staple. crop, but in the remarkable 
prevalence of the boll weevil and oth- 
er insect pests fatal to cotton produc- 
tion. Some of these destructive in- 
sects are of a species entirely unhfa- 
miliar to American cotton planters, 
and, indeed, to American entomolo- 
gists. 

In The Washington Times Mr. 
Schwartz presents an interesting re- 
sume of his Ouban observations. He 
tes us that “kidney cotton,” the na- 
tive wild cotton of the island, which 
flourishes luxuriantly and with age 
forms veritable trees, has afforded food 
and a breeding place for boll weevil 
and aindred insect pests since time 
immemorial, and that hitherto the 
successful cultivation of commercial 
cotton has been out of the question by 
reason of this unfortunate condition. 
These swarming insects must be ex- 
terminated before cultivated cotton 
will be free from their blight, and it 
has been suggested that the kidney 
cotton must be exterminated first. 
This the coleoptera expert considers 
impracticable, as one would well intag- 
ine, since the wild cotton is about as 
common at the commonest weed: Mr. 
Schwartz says there is yet a long ex- 
perimentative period before Cuba be- 
fore cotton planting can be under- 
taken on a considerable scale with 
any degree of security.

introduction, but the natives have neith- 
er the money nor the inclination to ex- 
periment, and their talk does not produce 
results. American land speculaters are 
fading many dupes in the United States 
who believe that it will be an eagy thing 
to start a cotton plantation in the favor 
able climate and soll of Cuba. Thgse 
who have been approached with this 
scheme should investigate most carefully 
before spending their money. 
Prospective American cotton plant- 
ers in Cuba would no doubt do well 
to heed this advice before making in- 
vestments in the island on interested 


representations.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Negro, a Lower Type of Man. 

Editor Constitution: In a recently pub- 
lished report of the transactiors of the 
Central of Georgia Railway Surgeons’ As- 
sociation appears the following para- 
graph: 

“One of the most intereting of the 
several able papers read was “The Ne- 
gro as a Surgical Subject,” by Dr. Séale 
Hertis, of Union Springs. Ala. Ho said 
that the negro displayed greater’ steicism 
and indifferencé to pain than the white 
man. It was his opinion, however, ‘that 
this was not due to higher physical cour- 
age, but because the negro fs nearer the 
brute, and in consequence is not 80 — 
“e sensitive to pain.” 

I appreciate the kind reference to my 
Ciscussion of the subject above mén- 
tioned, but I must seriously objeag to be- 
ing quoted as saying that the ‘negro Is 
nearer the brute.”. I do not like the 
word “brute” used in this connection, 
and in the informal discussion of “The 
Negro as a Surgical Subject’’ I did not 
intend to convey the impression that the 
negro is of the “brute’ type. What I 
said, or intended to ray, was that “the 
negro’s brain is smaller, less complex, 
or more primitive in structure, ap- 
troaching nearer the simian. type, than 
that of the white race, which, according 
to our ideas of évolution, would seem 
to place the negro as a lower type of 
man than the Caucasian.”’ 

In discussing the negro’s indifference 
to the pain of surgical operations, I said 
That “it is well known that savage tribes 
suffer léss pain from injury or diséasé 
than the civilized races, and the more 
intellectual the man, the greater ts his 
susceptibility to pain.’’ I mentioned the 
fact that Livingstone reported that 
among the Yoloffs, a savage tribe in the 
interior of Africa, their medicine men, 
for certain diseased conditions, were ac- 
customed to ripping open the ubdomen 
and mamptulating the bowels of the vic- 
tims, and they bore the operations with- 
out apparent suffering, generally reéecov- 
ering from them, 

I said that the negroes inherited their 
indifference to pain from their savage 
ancestors. I certainly did not méan to 
class the negro as a brute, but on the 
contrary I think that he is distinctly hu- 
man, subject to all the sins and degra- 
dations of human beings, and as such 
he is entitled to the “God-given privi- 
leges of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness."’ 

Belleving as I @o that the negro is 
rapidly degenerating, both morally and 
physically. since his émancipation from 
slavery, during which regime he lived 
under the mest moral and hygienic en- 
vironments that I believe the negro ever 
saw, or ever will see, I think that he 
merits the sympathy, compagsion and 
assistance of the supefior race—the 
whites of the south as well as the north 
—who are equally responsible for the 
négro’s being here as “the white” man’s 
burden.”

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HE Cumberland Presbyterians wil! 
T soon begin work on their new 

church, to be located on the south- 
east corner of Harris and Spring strects, 
the only church of the denomination in 
Atlanta. Plans have been accepted and 
the contract will be let within a short 
time 

The building will be modern in style 
and arrangement, will be constructed of 
red pressed brick with stone trimmings, 
and will cost about $15,000. The main audi- 
torium and Sunday school room will be 
cn one floor with a large raising parti- 
tion between, allowing 2 combined seating 
capacity of 575. Class rooms, ladies’ par- 
lor, pastor’s study, choir room and kitch- 
en ‘will be conveniences properly attach- 
ed. Pending the erection of the new 
Duilding the church holds services every 
Sunday in the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation gospel hall. 

The work of establishing the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian church in Atlanta was 
begun nearly two years ago by the pres- 
ent pastor, Rey. George H. Mack, who 


has worked energetically to render the 
movement a success. A formal organi- 
zation was effected last September and 
the church now hag about seventy mem- 
bers. The movement is under the care 
ef the Tennessee synod, in which state 
the church has 45,000 members, and it 
was necessitated by the removal] of many 
members to Atlanta. 

The building committee, which has in 
charge the erection of the new buiid- 
ing, is composed of the following: Dr. 
R. R. Kime, D. B. Carson, John H. Rey- 
nolds, of Rome; R. 8S. Crutcher, S. R. 
Jacods, M. L. Hicks, J. M. Douglas and 
Dr. W. E. Foute. 

The Cumberland Presbyterian church is 
not well known in Georgia, being stronger 
in Tennessee, Kentucky and throughout 
the middle west and southwest. It has 
about 200,000 members, which, counting 
colored membership, makes it about the 
size of the Southern Presbyterian churcna. 
Its government is Presbyterian. 

The present agitation regarding union 
with the Northern Presbyterian church 
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makes the doctrines of this church a sub- 
ject of interest just now. The church was 
organized in 1810 in the Cumberland coun- 
try of Kentucky and Tennesse, by or- 
dained ministers, who withdrew from the 
Presbyterian church. The .cause of the 
withdrawal was that in the great revival 
of 1800 these men did not feel that they 
could preach a ‘“‘whosoever will’ gospel 
to the unsaved and at the same time give 
assent to the election doctrines of the 
Westminster confession, Which, as they 
believed, teaches the element of ‘‘fa- 
tality’’ and a limited salvation. §o the 
present belief of the church is that Christ 
died not for a past only, but for all man- 
kind. that all infants dying in infancy 
are saved and that all who will may 


come to Him for life. 

The result of the revision movement in 
the northern church will be to express be- 
lief in the salvation of infants and of 
all who will accept the offer of God's 
grace. But even if the churches should 
agree in doctrine, both are prospering so 
well that union might not: be deemed ad- 
visable.

Washington, April 22.—Secretary Root 
today approved the proceedings of the 
board appointed to prescribe tests to gov- 
ern awards of a national marksmanship 
trophy and of medals and other prizes for 
marksmanship. The national] match is to 
be shot on September § and 9, 186, at 
Sea Girt, N. J., and wil] be open to 
teams of twelve men from the follow- 
ing: 

The army of the United States, one 
team from the troops stationed within 
each of the military departments; the 
United States navy; the United States 
marine corps; the national guard, or uni- 
formed militia of the severul states and 
territories, including the District of Co- 
lumbia (one from each state or territory). 

The prizes are to ve: 

First, the team making the highest 
aggregate total in two days’ contest, 
“The National Trophy’ (authorised dy 
act of congress), to be competed for an- 
nually, $1,000, end cash, $600: second, the 
team making the second highest total, 
“The Hilton Trophy,” and cash, $300; 
third, the team making the third high- 
®st total, the bronze “Soldier of Mar- 
than,” presented by the commander in 
chief on behalf of tke state of New 
York, and cash, $200; fourth, the team 
making the fourth highest, cash $150; 
fifth highest, $100; sixth: highest $50. Also, 
@ medal to each member of each win- 
ning team.

London, April 7.—_When a baby was 
gnawed to death by rats in a London 
suburb a few days ago, the public here 
decided. that something. must be done, 
and in a-hurry, to. putja stop to the ex- 
traordinary plague of these animals from 
which, for the last few months, the 
metropolis has been suffering. Not the 
Pied Piper’s town of Hamelin itself 
could have been much more rat-infested 
than London is at present—chiefly on ac- 
count of the extensive tearing-down of 
buildings that has been going on—and 
several recent incidents besides the 
grewsome killing of the infant in the 
suburb, called Lewisham, go far toward 
showing how. really serious the situation 
is, 

Only last week, a woman who stumbled 
into a railway culvert. at: night escaped 
from it only after having. fought for 
eight hours the hordes of rats. by which 
she was attacked. At. a poor house, an 
army of rats fell upon a corpse which had 
been left unguarded and literally picked 
its_ bones before they were disturbed. A 
well known London restaurant at this 
moment swarms with rats to such an ex- 
tent that the girls who work there hard- 
ly dare to lay down any food for fear of 
its being carried off before their eyes. 

The killing of the baby in Lewisham 
is regarded as one of the most revolting 
tragedies that ever happened in London. 
The infant, which was only six weeks 
old, was the child of Alfred C. Brooks. 

Early in the evening, the parents went 
out leaving the baby in bed in charge of 
its a brother, a boy of 16. But the smait 
nurse wandered into another room and 
went to sleep there, and when Mrs, 
Brooks came back she found her baby 
dead in its own blood, . 

There was no doubt that the thing had 
been done by rats, which were known to 
swarm in the house. -The child's head, 
face and neck were a mass of bites. while 
the vermin actually had eaten a hole in 
one of its cheeks... The left side of the 
Scalp also had been. entirely eaten away. 

The coroner said that the Infant’s death 
was due to loss of blood and shock. 

Woman’s Fierce Encounter. 

The woman who had so ghastly an en- 
counter with rats in a culvert was a 
Mrs. Sarah Hart, of Paisley. 

She was coming home across a common 
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through which a small! river runs, when, 
on account of the darkness,. she stumbled 
into it. The stream was swollen by hard 
rains, it ran like a mill race, and Mrs. 
Hart was unable to prevent herself being 
Swept on by the current. Just below the 
point at.which she had fallen in, how- 
ever, the river enters a culvert, and be- 
tween the walls of this the woman was 
dashed. 

Stones projected, and Mrs.. Hart had 
presence of mind enough to clutch at one 
of them, by means of which she dragged 
herself out of the water and found a 
seat amidst the slime and ooze of the 
culvert’s walls, 

At first, frightened by the darkness, 
she made an effort to breast the swift 
current through the tunnel and to escape, 
but found it impossible, and so dragged 
herself back to her seat to wait for morn- 
ing. Then it was that, to her horror, 


she found herself being pounced upon by ' 


small bodies, and realized that she was 
being attacked. by rats. Mrs. Hart 
aqoesn't like to talk much about what 
happened after that, but it is enough to 
say that until morning came she fought 
for her very life against the fierce little 
animals that she found on every side. 
There must have been hundreds of them, 
she says. -They swarmed al! over her, 
making furious attempts to bite her, oc- 
casionally succeeding, but more often 
tearing some part of her clothing. 

Day was just breaking when her 
strength finally gave out, and she tum- 
bled headlong into the fast-flowing water. 
Like a shot she was carried through and 
out of the tunnel, but, as she emerged 
into the open stream, she found a plank 
floating beside her and managed to cling 
to it. 


Her clothing was torn in shreds, and she 
was in a state of collapse,

Paris, April 22.—Alfred Dreyfus has 
submitted to Minister of War Andre*a 
lengthy letter in which he asks for a re- 
opening of his case by means of an in- 
vestigation by the minister, as the su- 
preme head of military justice.

Berlin, April 22.—Interior Secretary von

O'CONNELL INSTALLED RECTOR 


He Succeeds Rev. Thomas Conaty at 
_ @atholic University. — 

Washington, April 22.—Rt,. Rev. Mgr. 
Jrennis J. O'Connell was installed today 
as réctor of the Catholic university of 
America in succession “of the Rt. Rev. 
Thomas J. Conaty. The ceremony, if 
so simple a rite may be termed a4 cefe- 
mony, incident to Mgr. O'Connell's in- 
stallment, occurred at a meeting of the 
trustees of the university held in Me- 
Mahon hall. Cardinal Gibbons, of Balti- 
more, was the central figure of today's 
exercises. As the president of the Woard 
of trustees of the university, he formally 
installed Mgr. O'Connell as rector. In at- 
tendance upon the meeting were many of 
the highest dignitaries of the Catholic 
chureh of this country.

10 Per Cent Increase Asked by 
Operatives — Formidable

Competition. 


KOLOMAN DE S8ZELL, 
Hungarian Premier, in Costume of - 
Hungarian Magnate. 


Boston, April 22.—According to the re- 
port of the «tate board of arbitration and 


conciliation presented to Governor Bates 
today, the textile corporations in Lowell 
involved in the present strike of 17,000 
operatives, with a single exception, can- 
not afford to pay their help the 10 per cent 
increase in wages demanded by organized 
labor. The opinion of the board is cor- 
roborated by a statement from a statis- 
clan, based on the figures of an account- 
ant employed to make an examination of 
the financial condition of the seven mills 
in question. The exception is the Law- 
rence Manufacturing Company, the books 
of which, according to the report, show 
that it is able to grant the advance de- 
manded. | 
The report says wages in cotton mills 
in Lowell have been increased 16 per cent 
since 1897, against 15.37 per cent increase 
in the cost of living. The books of the 
Massachusetts mills show increase in

CANAL DISCUSSION IS URGED 


Letter Addressed to the Newspapers 
of Colombia. 

Washington, April 22.—Aristides Fer- 
nandez, minister of the interior of Co- 
lombia, tliYrough the governors of the 
states, has addressed the editors of news- 
papers throughout Colombia directing 
their attention to the importance of the 
fullest consideration in the newspapers 
Of the subject of the Panama canal. 
Copies of the address have been received 
in Washington. In substance it is as 
follows: 

“The matter of the gravest importance 
which should occupy the attention of the 
coming congress to the exclusion of all 
else is the matter of the Panama canal 
and to decide this important business 
with proper and mature judgment it is 
necessary that all patriots shoul¢ use 
their best talents and positions to show 
to the. people the many complicated ques- 
tions involved in the case. 

“It is not enough for the government 
and congress to study the matter; it is 
necessary that all the people, the mass 
of the population, should be advised fully 
‘of the interest the nation has in the 
matter, as well as the many difficulties 
and problems which the different pro- 
jects present.’’ 

Therefore the minister calls upon all 
newspapers and editors to puwhblish all 
they can obtain on the subject,.as it is 
a matter of gravest importance to the 
future wellbeing of the country, as wel] 
as to the commercial interests of the 
world. 

In private letters received in Wash-

London, April 12.—Pierpont Morgan does 
not mean to let Mr. Yerkes moropolize all 
the “‘tube” business of London without an 
effort. I receive information on the best 
of authority that a bill is now prepared by 
the Morgan group to be presented to 
parliament asking for powers to construct 
an underground line from the heart of the 
city to Waltham Abbey, a distance of 14 
miles. It is described as the City and 
Northeast Suburban, and if the necessary 
powers are obtained it will take about 
three years to construct it. 

There is not at the moment a rival 
scheme, but in spite of this fact there will 
be hot opposition to Mr. Morgan. Two 
railway companies—the North London and 
the Great Eastern—will oppose’ him for 
all they are worth: The London county 
council, who are electrifying the street 
car lines all over London, will be in the 
opposing camp and so will several "bus 
companies.

The Morgan group know they have a 
tough job in front of them, and they are 
a good deal more cautious:in showing 
their hand than they were in their losing 
battle with Yerkes last year for a rail- 
way running east and west under London. 

The conflict between the rival American 
financiers will begin in earnest when par- 
liament assembles two weeks hence, and 
Mr. Morgan is expected to arrive in Lon- 
don the very day the bill will come before 
the committee. He has given instructions 
that the best engineers and parllamentary 
lawyers must be engaged to present the 
scheme, and that no expense’ is to be 
spared if there is a prospect of putting it 
through. He was greatly annoyed at 
what he described as the unscrupulous 
methods that were employed by Yerkes 
last year, and when he was asked to de- 
part somewhat from his usual! tactics of 
fighting a battle, he replied sharply: 

“No; I'll fight them squarely if it costs 
me a million dollars.’’ 

Apart from those who wétre opposing 
him last year from purely commercial 
motives, he had the London press against 
him alsq on account of public feeling here 
against the Atlantic shipping trust deal. 
It is expected that the press will take up 
the same position this time. 

The tactics employed in presenting the 
scheme to parliament will be somewhat 
different from those of last year. Some 
influential members of the house of com- 
mons and also of the house of lotds have 
been prevailed wpon to back the bill, and 
it is believed by the promoters that this 
influence will pull it through.

VEGRO' REGISTERS PROTEST 
AGAINST COUNCIL'S ACTION 


In a card which is published herewith 
one of Atlanta’s respected negro ciiizens 
objects to the action of the council 
4n prohibiting negro baseball games at 
Brisbine park, and sets forth the reasons 
for his objection to the council's action. 

He asserts in the card that the negroes 
have at all times been well behaved at 
Brisbine, and have never given the po- 
lice any trouble. 

The card is published in full as follows: 

The Constitution: The colored people 
are very much aggrieved over the ac- 
tion of our city fathers yesterday in 
taking away from us the right to play 
ball at Brisbine park. 

We have been uSing that park a long 
time and it is well known that we keep 
as good order, if not better, than is kept 
at Piedmont. I have been to Brisbine 
several] times to witness games and have 
never seen a single negro beyond con- 
trol. The place has alwafs been pa- 
trolled, at each game. 

I have visited the other ball ground 
and have seen white players arrested for 
disorderly conduct; have even seen a 
white player throw a wild ball amid the 
spectators because some one criticised 
a bad play. 

We are here with you all and we think 
we are entitled to fair treatment. Let 
us have some place where we can go 
and enjoy ourselves to ourselves and yet 
be under police protection. 

Gentlemen, we are told that you 4re 
our best friends. Let us feel that you are 
by giving us a little consideration. You 
have Ponce de Leon, Piedmont and all 
the pleasure resorts. Let us have one lit- 
tle park for our boys to play the most 

popular game of the day. The law-abid- 
ing negro feels an interest in the city 
and wants the city to feel a little bit of 
interest in him. We simply ask for jus- 
tice and right, nothing more and nothing 
less. 

Punish us when we are guilty and 
censure us not when we do not deserve 
it.

A Wesley Memorial Building. 

Editor Constitution: The caption of an 
editorial in a late number of The Wes- 
leyan Christian Advocate is ‘‘The Pro- 
posal of a Great Thing.’’ The ‘great 
thing’ proposed by.the editor in his ring- 
ing address to the preachers and people 
of Georgia Methodism, is the evolution of 
a great building in Atlanta like the one 
now being built by the British Methodists 


in London. The article states: 
“Tt should contain, first of all, a great 
auditorium for preaching and Sunday- 


school purposes, and in which the largest 
religious assemblies and conventions 
eoulid be comfortably gathered. Con- 
nected with this auditorium should be 
Class rooms and reading rooms for night 
Classes and for the entertainment and in- 
struction of young men out of business 
hours. In it should be four offices, one 
for the pastor, one for the presiding el- 
der of the Atlanta district, one for the 
resident bishop in Georgia, and one for 
the editor of The Wesleyan Christian 
Advocate. Besides all this there shou!d 
be in it a Mehtodist hospital and free dis- 
pensary for the poor.’’ 

The Wesleyan proposition has been 
seconded by leading Methodists in At- 
lanta, Augusta, Athens, LaGrange and 
elsewhere in north and south Georgia. 
The editor calls it ‘a great thing.” So it 
is. But none too great for Georgia 
Methodism to propose and perform. Now, 
is it a greater thing than the exigencies 
of the case demand? It is & reproach to 
Atlanta Methodists to say nothing of the 
rest of the state, that Atlanta has no 
Methodist hospital. All honor to the 
Presbyterians who already have a ho- 
pital bearing their name. The forward- 
ness and liberality of the Catholics in this 
sort of work is well known to all. The 
great auditorium is needed, not only by 
Atlanta Methodists, but by. all Atlanta. 
But not only as a hospital, dispensary 
and popular meeting place is this building 
needed, but as an evangelistic center for 
Atlanta Methodism, and also as a church 
for strangers. 

It is proposed to call this bull ding “The 
Wesley Memcrial Building.’”’ The °vear 
1903 is the bicentenary of the birth of 
John Wesley, “the greatest man of. tie 
eighteenth century.’’ The erection of th‘s 
building is not too great a thing for 
Georgia Methodists to do in honor of their 
great leader and founder. The. move- 
ment is timely. The time to act is now. 
The popularity of the suggestion made 
by The Wesleyan. was shown by. commen- 
datory letters from men like Drs. Lan- 
drum and White, of the Baptist church.

The supreme court refused 
to grant a new trial after it had “been 
refused in the lower court. 

The telephone message came from J. 
R. Wiliams, attorney for Adams, just 
after the governor had reached his office 
yesterday morning. Mr, Williams, it ap- 
pears, had been under the impression 
that the execution was to take place 
Friday instead of Wednesday. He stated 
that he had an application for clemency 
in Adams’ behalf which had never been 
brought to the attention of the prison 
commission, and he asked for time to 
take the matter up. He stated that the 
application had some merit in it, and 
was not brought In any sense for the 
purpose of gaining time. 

Under these c'rcumstances the governor 
granted a respite until May 15, which

Atlanta Brokerage Co.’s Grain Letter 


Chicago, April 22.—The fluctuations in 
the July option of wheat reflected buil 
sentiment. The cables from the English 
market were relatively strong and served 
as an influence in favor of the bulls. 
Small receipts were also a feature, and 
the primary market movement indicated 
an appreciable exeess of shipments over 
receipts. The clearances, however, con- 
tinued small. The cash and export de- 
mand was rather slow, and the seaboard 
confirmations were without feature, The 
domestic crop news was quite favorabie, 
though Buropean advices were inclined to 
be a little bullish. The Armour opera- 
tions today were rather difficult to fol- 
low, but it was generally agreed in weil 
informed circles that this element is in 
control of the situation, As to whether 
or not the Armour element is disposed to 
reduce its holdings of long whéat at this 
time, there was considerable difference of 
opinion. The advices from the Northwest 
were conflicting. Some of the flour mills 
were reported to have resumed operations 
but there were evidences 6éf increasing 
stocks at Minneapolis and Duluth. The 
country offerings were of fair size and 
the indications pointed to a larger move- 
ment. The weather map was rather 
mixed with low temperatures in the 
southwest a distinct feature. At the 
close the feeling among pit traders was 
rather mixed. 

The crop reports in the corn pit were 
less generally bearish today and receipis 
were abnormally small. Cables were 
steady, and consequently shorts were in- 
clined to reduce their commitments. 
There were rather small offerings, though 
on the bulges certain longs were inclined 
to take profits. Corn coming out in this 
fashion, however, was quite readily taken. 
The country offerings were of good siz:, 
but the indications pointed to .continued 
light receipts. The primary market move- 
ment continued to show a material excess 
of shipments over receipts, and the ciear- 
ances were more liberal. There was a 
fair cash demand, though exporters were 
disposed to lay low, and seaboard opera- 
tiong were on a small scale. The late 
market was dull and featureless, with 
professionals doing the bulk of the busi- 
ness. 

Oats followed the other cereals syin- 
pathetically. Scalpers were fair buyers, 
and shorts covered quite freely at inter- 
vals. The receipts were small and crop 
reports had a rather bullish strain. It 
was pointed out that conditions were un- 
favorable for seeding in many localities. 
The clearances were light, and cash and 
export business did not amount to very 
much. 

The market for provisions was quist 
and steady. There was a fair demand 
from packers despite the lower hog 
prices, but outsiders were disposed to sell 
moderately on the rallies. The cash 
business was slow, and the outward 
movement of products was, light. bear- 
ish reports were still current regarding 
the April movement of hogs.
